NOTICE  OF  APPEAL 


THE  ONTARIO  HUMAN  RIGHTS  COMMISSION  and  DENIS  J.  BARNARD 
APPEAL  to  the  Divisional  Court  from  the  decision  of  Peter  A.  Cumming, 
a  Board  of  Inquiry,  dated  December  11,  1987. 

THE  APPELLANT  ASKS  that  the  decision  be  set  aside  and 
judgment  be  granted  as  follows: 

1.  That    the    complaint  under  s.A(l)  and  s.8  of  the  Human  Rights 

Code,  1981  as  amended  is  established,  and  that  the 
complainant  be  awarded  compensation  in  the  amount  of 
$9,729.72  together  with  interest  thereon; 


2.  In  the  alternative,  that  a  new  hearing  be  ordered. 

THE  GROUNDS  OF  APPEAL  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  Board  of  Inquiry  erred  in  making  findings  of  fact  which 
were  unsupported  by  the  evidence; 

2.  The  Board  of  Inquiry  erred  in  failing  to  have  regard  to 
relevant  evidence; 

3.  The  Board  of  Inquiry  erred  in  having  regard  to  irrelevant 
facts ; 

4.  The  Board  of  Inquiry  erred  in  finding  that  the  Respondents 
had  made  "reasonable  accomodation"  of  the  Complaint  Denis  J. 
Barnard's  handicap  during  the  relevant  times. 

The  Appellants  request  that  this  appeal  be  heard  at  Toronto.
